the year is now getting a real 
workout "and is proving <'most sat- 
isfactory," according to the treas- 
urer. Tax bills are being inserted 
In the machine with the tpx roll 
eheet and the computations are 
made automatically. 


In past years the city clerk fig- 


ured out the tax roll and then the 
members of the treasurer's staff 
had to re-copy it when typing out 
the tax bills. It was also neces- 
sary to proof-read the bills and 
recheck all the figures. This has 
all been eliminated by the ma- 
chine. 


There are 17,143 real estate and 


1,584 personal property tax bills 
In the process of being prepared. 


State Credit 


The tax rate for 1963 for the City 


of Appleton, excluding the Calu- 
met county precinct, is $46.65 per 
$1,000 assessed valuation. The 
rate is comprised of state tax, 41 j 
cents; county tax, $6.30; county| 
school tax, 58 cents; city school 
tax, $22.89; and city operational 
tax, $16.47. Residents are entitled 
to a $3.50 per $1,000 assessed val- 
uation deduction as result of the 
state tax credit brought about by 
the sales tax income. 


Tax rate for city residents re- 


siding in Calumet county is $47.44 
per $1.000 assessed valuation and 
is broken down as follows: state 
tax. 38 cents; county tax, $7.30; 
county school tax, 40 cents; city 
school tax, $22,89; and city opera- 
tion tax, $16.47. Residents in Cal- 
umet will get a $6.34 per $1,000 
assessed valuation tax credit. 


For those Appleton residents 


who have been confused as a 
result of all the tax talk that 
took place during the past year, 
Feuerstein attempted to answer 
the "most popular" questions 
that have been popped at them. 
Here are the answers: 


Feuerstein says that in the 


event the bills do not go out 
until after Jan. I, 1963, he will 
allow anyone wishing to pay on 
their bills before the end of 
the year to do so. Some resi- 
dents want to use tax pay- 
ments for 1962 Income tax de- 
duction purposes and they will 
be accommodated. They will be 
allowed to pay 80 percent of 
the 1961 tax bill total and the 
treasurer will issue them a 
temporary receipt. When these 
people get their tax bills In the 
mail, then they can pay the 
balance. 


Yes, the state tax credit or 


deduction is already figured in 
the tax bill. The bill will show 
the net amount due after the 
refund deduction is made. Tax- 
payers 
are 
entitled to the 


credit refund regardless of the 
time of tax payment. 


The dates for paying city 


taxes will remain the same. 
Persons wishing to make full 
payment have until Feb. 28th 
to do so. Others desiring to 
pay nn the installment plan 
(three installments are allow- 
ed) have Jan. 31 as the dead- 
line for making the first pay- 
ment; April 30, the second; 
and July 31, the third.

Wafer and the future 


The reactions of the city managers of 


Oshkosh and Fond du Lac to the proposal 
to join with the Fox Cities in .going to 
Lake Michigan for an unlimited water 
supply should be enlightening to* Fox Cit- 
ies residents. 


Both commented that they had not 


read the detailed report on the proposed 
Lake .Michigan pipeline, and both said that 
their cities were committed to a continua- 
tion of their present water supply systems, 
Oshkosh from Lake Winnebago and Fond 
du Lac from wells. 


The Oshkosh manager stated that Osh- 


kosh expects no problems over an un- 
limited supply but that the city does have 
some problems in the summer when chem- 
ical treatment of its supply must be in- 
creased because of lake algae. 


The Fond du Lac manager said that 


Improvements to its well system will han- 
dle the problem for another 20 years. 


The city of Appleton has only two al- 


ternatives to improve its present situation, 
Lake Winnebago or Lake Michigan. In- 
stalling a well system at this date would 
be completely out of the question. 


The decision should be made on the 


basis of what system will supply unlimited 
water of the best quality for future ex- 


pansion. And though the cost of a Lake 
Michigan system presumably -would be 
greater than one drawing from Lake Win- 
nebago. a sound long-range evaluation on 
the basis of both quantity and quality 
would certainly seem to favor the larger 
lake. 


The availability of an unlimited sup- 


ply of good water is a prime requisite for. 
any community which hopes for industrial' 
expansion. 


It should be kept in mind as these 


studies proceed that the financing of such 
a water system would not be a burden on 
the taxpayer. It would be paid for by the 
water user in higher rates. 


So the question really boils down to 


whether residential and industrial water 
consumers are willing to pay more money 
for better water. How much more will be 
determined as the present studies proceed. 


With Fond du Lac and Oshkosh out of 


the picture, study of the proposal can now 
be confined to the Fox Cities area. And 
the probability is that this area is being 
given another opportunity to steal a march 
on the neighboring cities to the south by 
looking ahead a good number of years 
and making certain that the water supply 
will permit continued expansion. 


A Free Enterprise Peace Corps 


While in Sumatra working for an 


American rubber company, David Archi- 
bald, a young botanist, interested both 
Americans and Indonesians in an Ameri- 
can overseas association which functioned 
as a sort of private peace corps to the 
benefit of all concerned. 


Now that Archibald is back in Madison 


as an assistant professor and director of 
the University of Wisconsin Arboretum in 
Madison, he has interested Dean Erwm A. 
Graumnitz of the University Commerce 
School and others on the school's faculty 
in a plan to spread the work he started in 
Sumatra among Americans living in other 
undeveloped countries around the world. 


Archibald says that there are half a 


million American civilians overseas, most 
of them with special technical, social or 
administrative skills. Instead 
of 
these 


Americans living apart from the people, 
devoting their time to parties and bridge 
games, they could be sharing their knowl- 
edge and experience with the people to 
the great improvement of the natives and 
with very favorable results for their em- 
ployers. In his own experience in Sumatra 
the American Overseas Association vvorked 
with the Indonesian advisory council, the 
Americans 
organized 
special classes in 


both English and the native tongue, fought 
tomato wilt, set up a village first aid pro- 
gram and sponsored a scholarship program 
and evenings of "cultural exchange." 


Many American firms overseas are in 


a rather delicate position, Archibald no- 
ticed. They are principally "extractive in- 
dustries" which take their wealth from the 
land or the forests and thus are open to 
attack as "American imperialists" who 
are carrying away the wealth of the na- 
tion they visit. Such propaganda has had 
its effect with many native people and 
therefore Archibald believes such asso- 
ciation would be a real help to the Ameri- 
can companies. 


Archibald's own view of the situation is 


that the American firms are in fact valu- 
able partners with the residents of these 
countries because they provide capital and 
skill to produce wealth. He thinks that if 
Americans overseas would give only a frac- 
tion of their spare time to such an organi- 
zation the countries in which they live 
would benefit greatly and the American 
image abroad would improve. 


The American government of course is 


spending millions of dollars sending Peace 
Corps workers around the world while in 
Archibald's view it already has a billion 
dollars' worth of American talent abroad 
ready to give some very badly needed 
service. 


The University of Wisconsin project 


has been named the Inter-American Over- 
seas Association. When it is fully organ- 
ized. Professor Archibald will devote half 
of his time to it. Professor J. Howard 
Westing, associate dean of the Commerce 
School, will be the chairman of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin committee which will 
guide the program and determine policy. 
The university team will explain its pro- 
posal to leading American corporations in 
the hope of enlisting their support. The 
university group will organize a local chap- 
ter in Latin America and lay out suggested 
projects for them to work on. Archibald 
suggests that the university set up as many 
as 100 short courses to train local people 
in poultry raising, personal hygiene and- 
many other similar subjects. 


The program is indeed a good one. It 


could not only refute the Communist prop- 
aganda but also could result in lasting 
understanding and continuing good rela- 
tions between America and many foreign 
countries where Americanjirms do busi- 
ness. The fact that it is to be financed by 
private corporations is appropriate since 
they stand to benefit directly and first. 
Furthermore, their interest and support 
will be a test of the validity of the whole 
program. 


Strengthening the Kerr-Mills Program 


The medical services conference spon- 


sored by the American Medical Associa- 
tion's council on medical service plans to 
work for the strengthening of existing 
Kerr-Mills programs and for a passage of 
new legislation in states without such pro- 
grams. The conference learned that 28 
states or territories now have programs of 
medical assistance to the aged, with seven 
of the programs being initiated since the 
beginning of 1962. Four states have secur- 
ed legislative authority for medical aid to 
the aged program under the Kerr-Mills bill 
and only eight states have not acted to 
implement either the medical aid to the 
aged or the old age assistance portion of 
the law. 


In some states with medical aid to the 


aged programs changes have been made 
setting up stricter 
eligibility standards 


and in others benefits have been ex- 
panded. 


One change was made in the Kerr-Mills 


law at the federal level. The change pro- 
vides that states may now make medical 
aid to the aged payments, fnr which 
matching federal funds will be provided, 


for medical costs incurred in the three 
months prior to a person's application for 
participation in the MAA program. Under 
the old age assistance portion of the law 
39 states have expanded the content or 
coverage of their old age assistance pro- 
gram or have initiated vendor payment 
programs for OAA recipients. The prog- 
ress of the states using the Kerr-Mills leg- 
islation should be more rapid in the future 
since all is now more clearly understood 
than in the past. In Wisconsin where there 
was some opposition to the bill among 
those favoring the Social Security ap- 
proach to this problem a change in attitude 
may be expected in the future. 


President Kennedy in discussing the 


matter during the congressional fight over 
the medicare bill made it clear that the 
administration bill and the Kerr-Mills bills 
are supplemental to each other rather than 
competitive. The Kerr-Mills bill is intended 
for the needy who have no other source 
of aid whereas the administration's medi- 
care bill is intended for those covered by 
Social Security. The President's statement 
should give the Kerr-Mills bill a lift in 
Wisconsin.

otherwise be disqualified. 


There persists in the segrega- 


tion of women and men in party 
organizations the idea of second 
class status for the women, al- 
most as if the women's suffraga 
amendment is not yet really sure 
of survival. Mrs. Cherkasky is 
now the vice chairman of the 
state party organization. In prac- 
tice the description would be 
more accurate as "women's vice 
chairman," for everybody knows 
that in p a r t y politics, unlike 
other organization affairs, the 
woman as vice chairman cannot 
really aspire to becoming chair- 
man some day.

WOMEN'S RIGHTS 


Women have had full-fledged 


citizen's rights for nearly two 
generations, but in practice they 
are not yet full partners in the 
local political system. 


Women infrequently run for 


political office in Wisconsin, and 
it may be guessed that under 
most normal conditions, they are 
not seriously encouraged to do 
so. Even more rarely do they 
win. The new legislature will 
have a single woman as a mem- 
ber, and it is such an unusual 
circumstance that she will get 
publicity and attention n e x t 
month out of all proportion to 
her real importance as a fresh- 
man assemblyman from a rural 
county. Moreover, she will be the 
first represetative of her sex in 
nearly seven years. 


Women would be wise to share 


Mrs. Lee's insistence that wom- 
en get into party politics and 
government as citizens, rather 
than as spokesmen for a sex, 
with all deference to Mrs. Cher- 
kasky, whose purpose was ob- 
viously the earnest one of in- 
creasing the sinews of the Demo- 
cratic party in any way that she 
can, and according to the rules 
she learned in her own appren- 
tice days. They can be more 
then envelope stuffers at party 
headquarters, but t h e y must 
shed their segregated status and 
accept the full rights and obliga- 
tions of the suffrage laws.

The sweep of emotions stirred 


by Richard M. Nixon never was 
more in evidence than it was 
this week. In the beginning, he 
was thoroughly dissected by the 
press for his criticism of report- 
ers at his "last press confer- 
ence." Then that same press 
spoke up to cry "foul" w h e n 
Alger Hiss appeared as a witness 
for the prosecution on a t e 1 e- 
vision program analyzing Nixon's 
political career. The broad tenor 
of the second chorus was charac- 
terized by the words of the Allen- 
town iPa.) Momma Call — 
"Quite possibly, Xix'on's political 
sun has set. But we don't need 
any Alger Hisses to interpret our 
politic* for us" — and. in a way, 
it constituted a fair refutation of 
Nixon's charge that newspapers 
are prejudiced asain^t him. 


Earlier, editors and columnists 


'had not pulled punches in dis- 
cussing Nixon's bitterness in con- 
ceding v i c t o r y to Gov. Pat 
Broun. There was an undercur- 
rent of sentiment that here — 
''stripped of all the mannered 
poise he has cultivated in years 
of public life." as the Louisville 
Times put it — was the real 
Nixon. "Few men have gone so 
far. so fast, with so little." said 
the Charleston <W. Va ' Gazette 
The \\ins-ton-Salcm Journal de- 
scribed him as "an admittedly 
able but somehow shadowy, enig- 
matic and perhaps overambitious 
pohtidsit" 


Another recurring idea was 


that the n a t i o n was lucky it 
hadn't elected him 
President. 


His "supercharged harangue. . . 
demonstrated hew fortunate it 
may have been that he never 
achieved the presidency." said 
the Detroit News. The Chicago 
Daily News said Nixon's "bitter, 
distraught tirade" must have 
roused "a sense of relief that 
he wasn't in the White House." 


S t i l l , many commentators 


spoke as much in sorrow as in 


anger. "It pains us," said the 
Tulsa World, to see Nixon go 
"on s u c h a sour note." The 
Louisville Courier-Journal called 
the farewell appearance "a pite- 
ous spectacle." The New York 
Herald Tribune expressed regret 
that Nixon had to make "any 
kind of farewell" to public life 
and added, "nothing has happen- 
ed to spoil the Nixon record of 
service." 


A good number of commenta- 


tors thought it odd that Nixon, 
while attacking the press, had a 
good word for television. "It was 
television that really destroyed 
him" m the 1960 debates with 
Kennedy, said Ralph McGill of 
the Atlanta 
Constitution.

killed you in 19fiO, or you killed 
yourself on TV." Bob Considine 
wrote in an "open letter" col- 
umn. The Atlanta Journal and 
the Miami News weie among 
others who cited the 1960 de- 
bates as Nixon's "fatal mis- 
take."

Nixon was unju.-t in "tarring the 
entire pi ess" because of his com- 
plaints against "some particular 
newsmen " .Many conceded he 
had s o m e 
justification.

and Moses's dams and reservoirs 
to the left. Unlike his scriptural 
namesake, Moses did not per- 
form as mere intermediary in 
the provision of this manna in 
the former wilderness of brick 
shacks, where this Moses also 
labored a full 40 years. 


A man who has this much han- 


diwork to survey and has invari- 
ably pronounced it good, a man 
w-ho has immortalized himself in 
his own lifetime and has the 
t e m p l e s and monuments to 
prove it, is not a man to genu- 
flect before the passing poli- 
tician, and so when Rockefeller 
asked for one c r o w n , Moses 
handed him 
five, thorns and 


all, keeping his three municipal 
chairmanships, 
including 
the 


World's Fair job. (One is not 
technically a chairmanship, but 
where sirs Moses, there is the 
head of the table.) 


Master egos like Robert Moses 


and Admiral Rickover never fail 
to fascinate this observer. Their 
biographers will be tempted to 
say that t h e i r supreme arro- 
gance, their furious intolerance 
of all opposition develop only 
after vcars of proving and re- 
proving that they can do the job 
and others can't — so will the 
fools and foot draggers please* 
slay the hell out of the way? 
But the e£o was there to begin 
with and if something like para- 
noia develops instead of the mel- 
lowness of success, that. too. was 
incipient and shouldn't bother 
us too much provided the tyrant 
remains a titan and his handi- 
work good. 


No, their working environment 


'didn't make Moses or Rickover 
what they are: it was they who 
worked upon their environment, 
since they were always what 
they are. 


The question, of course, is 


whether they could have done 
what they have done, however 
brilliant, dedicated and honest 
they were, without these attri- 
butes of anger, impatence and 
callausness. I think both have to 
/be given the benefit of the doubt, 
because neither man held a posi- 


tion of final political power with 
the weapons that go with such 
positions. Both worked in essen- 
tially 
bureaucratic 
surround- 


ings. Either they conquered their 
surroundings or the surroundings 
would Nconquer them. 
NEED AXE IN HAND 


I incline to think that under 


such conditions brilliance, hon- 
esty and 
dedication 
are 
not 


enough — not nearly enough — 
for a man who is a little larger 
than life to reach his full growth. 
I have known of many occasions 
where the finest men were to- 
tally trapped in the Kafkaian 
jungle of bureaucracy, in pri- 
vate business as well as in gov- 
ernment, and had to resort to 
the meat axe to cut a way 
through. Those who couldn't lay 
hands on an axe simply got out. 


The careers of men like Moses 


and Rickover suggest that we 
may be coming full circle in the 
organizational life. We are go- 
ing from the era of the masterful 
individual back !o Ihe masterful 
individual, after passing through 
a delusory period of infatuation 
with the "science of manage- 
ment." with its tables of organi- 
zation, channel? of command and 
all the other Rube Goldbergian 
contrivances which keep an or- 
ganization alive by feeding on its 
own flesh but which cannot rec- 
ognize or push to fruition a big 
idea. 


You can beat City Hal!, but 


you had better be a Moses if 
you are going to try. Since most 
men are not. they follow the 
precept of joining what they 
can't lick. That would never do 
for Robert Moses, certainly not 
at the apex of his career. If 
he can't lick 'em, he leaves ^m. 
and it's a neat question which 
one is out in the cold, he or the 
governor.

university. Knuth's boss protest- 
ed he needed him-

letter from Washington settled 
the matter. 


Bob Nobles was studying at a 


teacher's c o l l e g e in southern 
Missouri. His brother at Chicago 
University wrote the school was 
looking for young neonle with a 
knowledge of physics to work on 
knowledge project 
Pay $125 


a month. Nobles went 


Dr. Herbert Anderson, Fermi's 


assistant 
at 
Columbia 
went 


west with him. Professor Samuel 
Allison, a noted physicist at the 
university, joined the project. So 
did Dr. Norman Hillberry. an- 
o t h e r physicist, and Leona 
Woods (now Mrs. Leona Mar- 
shall), Herbert Kubitschek and 
Leon Sayvetz, all graduate phys- 
ics students at the university. 


Strange faces kept bobbing up 


for lunch at the Quadrangle Club 
where most of the faculty ate. 
But to any one current in Ameri- 
can physics they weren't so 
strange. 


Didn't Guess 


People recognizing these men 


and who had been current in the 
latest developments of physics 
before the scientists imposed vol- 
untary secrecy on themselves, 
might have put two and two to- 
gether. Adams did when he saw 
the uranium 


But few others knew 
Not Mrs. Fermi. She didn't 


Jearn until the rest of the world 
did. Not Gus Knuth who directed 
much of the actual construction 
work on the pile. Not George 
Maronde, one of the guards as- 
signed to the project who occa- 
sionally wondered what the big 
black blocks were. 


The families, in the apartments 


across the street, barely 50 feet 
distant, never guessed. Neither 
did the t h o u s a n d s of stu- 
dents who daily struggled over 
the obstacle course of jumps, 
ropes, ladders and pipes t h a t 
led around Staff Field, up the 
concrete s t e p s of the west 
stands, a l o n g its length and 
down the other side. 


The math department grum- 


bled as only displaced profes- 
sors can when it arrived for 
\vork one morning to find the 
government had taken over its 
offices during the night. Squash 
players missed the courts. Buses 
appeared, then disappeared for 
unknown destinations. Occasion- 
ally persons noted with surprise 
that campus necessity, the brief- 
case, handcuffed to the owner's 
wrist. And gossip, which thrives 
like ivy on a university campus, 
flourished. 


Considered Danger 


The university hadn't welcom- 


ed the atomic project blindfold- 
ed. 
Then 
Chancellor 
Robert 


Hutchms, Dean of Faculty Tom 
Filbey and Compton had talked 
it over. 


There was a radiation danger. 


There was a billionth chance 
the reactor would "run away" 
and explode, 
imperilling 
the 


whole south side of the city. But 
Compton and Fermi were con- 
vinced the likelihood of such an 
event was nil. 


James Conant of Harvard, who 


was working with Bush, said 
there were so manv unknown 
dangers Harvard wouldn't touch 
the pile project with a 10-foot 
pole. 


Meanwhile F e r m i and his 


group had more immediate wor- 
ries than whether the pile would 
explode or not They were won- 
dering if it would work at all. 


Sought Purity 


The problem was purity Im- 


purities in thp graphite and uran- 
ium absoihcd m o i e neutrons 
than the leartion produced, thus 
ultimately quenching it 


Fermi had proven in May, 


1942 
in a test pile that a chain 


reaction could be achieved — 
theoretically, at 
least — with 


purer materials and a larger 
pile. Hilberry set out to see if 
American industry could refine 
graphite and uranium to an un- 
piecedented degree 


He stunned the War Produc- 


tion Board by asking for an A-l 
priority on graphite, a routine 
substance never listed higher 
than C. 


Teaming w i t h metallurgical 


lab scientists, firms such as 
Westinghonse. 
Eldorado 
Gold 


Mines Ltd., Mallinckrodt Chem- 
ical Co., Metal Hydrides and 
others began turning out increas- 
ingly pure materials during the 
•ummer of 1942. 


Some of the suppliers knew 


rmif hly what wa§ op. Mwt ta«w

little more than the almost im- 
possibly high specifications the 
government had given them to 
achieve. 


Trtickload after truckload of 


uranium and graphite would ar- 
rive outside the west stands, 
usually at a tune not to attiact 
attention, and disappear — fnr 
good — inside. There, under the 
stands and in some other build- 
ings nearby, Knuth had set up 
woodworking machines to cut 
and shape the graphite into 
blocks about the size of an extra- 
long bread loaf. 


Recruited Talent 


Sending the stuff out to be 


milled would have attracted too 
much attention. So under Master 
Carpenter K n u t h , physicists, 
Ph D 's and even a group of stu- 
dents picked from vocational 
high schools in the city learned 
to mill graphite. 


Graphite pilers used to slide 


the blocks along the floor "like 
bowling balls" to save carrying 
them. Left u n t e n d e d on the 
slightest uneven surface, the 
blocks used to slip off smashing 
toes and fingers. 


Du Pont officials were horri- 


fied at the lack of safety pre- 
cautions when they joined the 
project in late 1942, Allison re- 
called. "They made every one 
wear metal tipped shoes. They 
got here just in time or we'd 
all been in the hospital." 


As purer and purer metals ar- 


rived during the late summer, 
Fermi found his measurements 
of the test piles getting increas- 
ingly close to the point where 
the pile would go critical, that 
is, achieve a chain reaction. 


Over 30 test piles were built. 


"The 
day shift would build one, 


the night shift would take meas- 
urements and tear It down and 
we'd 
come in the neoit day and 


build a new one," Nobles said. 


"Each day 
from each pile 


Fermi would figure out what it 
all meant," said Herbert Kubit- 
schek, another of the pilers. "It 
would have t a k e n the other 
physicists days. The next morn- 
ing we would have our orders 
for the next pile. Fermi had to 
be rapid and he had to be cer- 
tain. There were no IBM calcu- 
lators in those days.",, 


Believed Fermi 


"From the beginning Fermi 


was n e v e r wrong," Anderson 
says, ''if you have faith in 
someone, you follow him. If not, 
you keep checking up on your 
own and time is wasted." 


Fermi eschewed 
calculating 


machines, preferring to figure 
with his small 5-inch slide rule. 


Fermi inspired affection. Most 


of the men who worked with 
him who are still in the Chicago 
area have a picture of the late 
scientist in their offices. He in- 
spired devotion, from top to bot- 


tom. 


Despite misgivings from the 


security echelon, Fermi felt the 
graduate students among his 
workers had a right to know 
the basirs of what they were 
doing. He illustrated his lectures 
to them on brown wrapping pa- 
per, carefully burning it after- 
wards. 


By mid November Fermi was 


ready. He and his scientists had 
found the optimum arrangement 
for the uranium through the pile, 
they had calculated the neces- 
sary size (in fact the last ship- 
ment for the pile arrived Dec. 2, 
the day it went critical). It was 
time to build. 


Fittingly, Fermi was near by 


when the last pile was to begin. 


"Enrico, you want to lay the 


cornerstone?" some one asked. 
With a grin Fermi picked up the 
first block and laid it in place. 


Pile Built 


Row by row, layers of graphite 


alternating with u r a n i u m and 
pellets of uranium oxide, the pile 
grew. The structure, known offi- 
cially as CP-1 (for Chicago Pile), 
was shaped like a doorknob to 
give the maximum amount of 
mass with a minimum of surface 
through which neutrons could es- 
cape. Knuth shored it as it rose 
with 4 by 6s. 


By Dec. 1, 456 tons of graphite 


and uranium had been stacked, 
a total of 40,000 blocks. 


That evening Zinn and Ander- 


son measured the nuclear ac- 
tivity inside the pile. It was 
ready. They shut down the con- 
trol rods and went home to bed, 
a last night's sleep before the 
atomic dawn. 


Maronde remembers the next 


day as bitterly cold, down near 
zero. 


Nobles had left his blackened 


coveralls b e h i n d . "Everyone 
came dressed," he said. 


Eugene Wigner, a Hungarian- 


born physicist, brought a $1 39 
quart of Chianti 


Fermi, Zinn, Anderson, Szilard 


and other scientists crowded 
a r o u n d the recording instru- 
ments in the c r a m p e d spec- 
tators balcony overlooking the 
racquets court "There were so 
many wheels the cogs couldn't 
get close," said Nobles. 


There were 42 people in all. 


Became Immortal 


"The ones that became im- 


mortal that day weie the people 


who didn't have anything else to 
do," said Allison. Sayvetz said 
his presence was so coincidental 
at this moment of history he 
felt "like a drunk who had wan- 
dered on stage " 


Dr. William Sturm, a recent 


graduate of the university, was 
at the "Scram" Button 
that 


would have sent one of the con- 
trol rods into the -pile. 


Leona Marshall, who had been 


working on instruments to meas- 
ure the pile, was monitoring the 
readings along with Anderson. 
Three ment crowded on a lift 
over the pile. They were the 
suicide squad. Their task was 
to topple several 5-gallon jars of 
cadmium salt solution—a reac- 
tion depressant—onto the pile if 
it ran away. 


There were two other safety 


measures. One was a control 
rod tied to a rope that in turn 
was secured to the balcony rail- 
ing. 
Hilberry dropped in and 


was given an axe and told to 
cut the line releasing the rod if 
ordered. 


Hilberry, a Ph.D. who later 


was head of the Argonne Nation- 
al Laboratory of the Atomic En- 
ergy Commission, recalls two 
thoughts ran through his mind? 
at the time. One was that he 
felt silly standing there with an 
axe. The other thought, "the 
thing that really made the hair 
rise on my neck, was wondering 
when the Germans would have 
their first reaction." 


Others had more immediate 


reflections: the graphite piling 
was over. Nobles was craning to 
try and hear Fermi. Knuth didn't 
know what all the dials meant 
but was not arguing over a day 
without work. Maronde, outside, 
was cold. 


Allison recalls there was an 


animation among the scientists. 
Leona Marshall thought it was 
a quiet gathering, unusually so. 
There might have been an air of 
anticlimax All the tests and cal- 
culations had p r o v e n Fermi 
right. The reaction would only 
prove what every one already 
knew. 


If the billionth chance had oc- 


curred and the pile had run 
away, Allison thinks the people 
across the street in the apart- 
ments would have suffered some 
neutron damage. 


Started Pile 


George Weil actually turned 


on the pile. He was standing 
down on the floor of the court, 
alone, next to the pile. In his 
hand was the end of a piece of 
\\ond with a piece of cadmium 
tarkcri on the end that was inside 


the pile. This was the last con- 
trol rod. 


At 4:45 that morning, Fermi 


(old Zinn to withdraw the rope- 
controlled rod and tie it to the 
balcony railing. 


At 10:37 F?rmi called down to 


Weil: "Pull it to 13 feet, 
George." 


Weil withdrew his rod, meas- 


uring the distance, as he recalls 
it, with a metal tape measure. 
The pen of the graph measuring 
intensity in the pile went up, as 
Fermi had predicted. Then it 
stopped. As Fermi had predicted. 


Fermi ordered th* rod out an- 


other foot. The radiation count- 
ers quickened their clacking. 
Then the reaction levelled off. 


Weil might have been excused 


if his palms were becoming a 
touch moist. But he recalls be- 
ing quite calm. 


"I had such confidence in Fer- 


mi's competence, genius and 
thoroughness that I felt certain 
w hen I pulled the control rod out 
it would behave as he said it 
v.ould " 


Fermi reciprocated the confi- 


dence. He mistrusted gadgets. 
"He thought a man who could 
understand English on a rod was 
better than any m a c h i n e that 
could fail," Allison said. 


Automatic Halt 


Shortly before noon the auto- 


matic control rod whizzed into 
the pile with a stunning commo- 
tion. No danger. Its safety point 
had simply been set too low. 


"It seamed," said Fermi later, 


"like a good time to eat lunch " 


L e o n a Marshall remembers 


She had Fermi and Anderson 
over to her house to eat. She 
doesn't remember the conver- 
sation was particularly memor- 
able. Maybe just shop talk, or 
the weather. 


Kubitschek ate a c r o s s the 


street with the girl he was later 
to marry. 


About 2 o'clock the group re- 


convened. People may have ex- 
changed a hello or a story or 
two, then even7 one was quiet, 
said Kubitschek. 


Compton had joined the group, 


bringing w i t h him Crawford 
Greenwalt, a scientist for Du 
Pont Chemical Co. of which he 
is now board chairman. Compton 
said he picked the young Green- 
wait because he would live long- 
est to tell about it.

though it had been skeptical a

The splitting of the a t o m,

Wigner brought out his bottle

As they walked out, Nobles 


turned to Weil. "Well, George, 
atomic energy. . ." Weil quickly 
hushed him. After all, there 
was a war on. 


No Answer 


One of the guards outside — 


Maronde says it wasn't him— 
asked as the group filed past: 
"Something happen in there?" 
He got no answer. 


Nor did Mrs. Fermi later that 


evening when she asked guests 
at a party she was giving for 
the lab people why they were 
all congratulating her husband. 


Finally, Leona Marshall whis- 


pered in her ear- "Enrico's sunk 
a Japanese admiral." 


CP-1 operated for only a few 


months. In February, 1943, it 
was dismantled and moved to 
near the present Argonne Lab. 
Some of the blocks from it are 
still in use in a pile at Argonne. 


Nobles? Sturm, Hilberry and 


Kubitschek all work at Argonne. 
Leona Marshall married a scien- 
tist she met during the Man- 
hattan P r o j e c t and is now 
mother of two sons and still 
doing research and teaching at 
New York University and Brook- 
haven National Laboratory. Weil 
is a consultant on nuclear mat- 
ters in Washington, D. C. Say- 
vetz teaches high school in King- 
ston, N. Y. where few of his 
students know where he was on 
Dec. 2, 1942. Knuth, 63 now, is 
still as he was, a carpenter. 


Fermi died in 1955 and a mon- 


ument in his honor is the $12 
million Fermi Institute for Nu- 
clear Studies, built by Chicago 
University after the war in part 
at the urging of scientists who 
felt the university, a leader in 
producing the atom bomb, should 
also be a leader in peaceful nu- 
clear research. 


The plaque Is all that's left of 


the stands, which were torn 
down several yean ago. Beyond 
the fence you can watch young 
students busy at soccer, or play- 
ing tennis. A few feet from the 
fence, where the pile stood, some 
one some time ago planted a 
few flowers. But the weeds have 
all but choked them out 


If there is to be a last word 


about the bomb, it won't be this 
generation that will speak it Nor 
those who helped build it. They, 
like the rest of the world, hold 
varying opinions. But they, too, 
have their right to speak and 
they talk more to the point 
than most.

Science Approaching Breakthrough in 
Search for Vaccine Against Common Cold

WASHINGTON (AP>-Amen- 


can scientists report definite pro- 
gress in the continuing struggle 
against the "most wanted" vil- 
lains among the common-cold vi- 
ruses. 


For one thing, the first experi- 


mental vaccine against one of 
the chief outlaws is now under- 
going initial trials in humans. 
Another vaccine is slated for 
trials in a few weeks 


In reporting the first large- 


scale r e s e a r c h attack ever 
mounted by the federal govern- 
ment against humanity's most- 
prevalent misery scientists cau- 
tion 
against 
expectations of 


early breakthrough. 


It's a big field. Common colds 


account for one billion illnesses 
and a $3 billion economic loss 
each year in the United States 
alone. 


Vaccine hunters at the Nation- 


al Institutes of Health, focal 
point of a multimillion-dollar ef- 
fort launched this year, say it is 
Conceivable that in five years 
or so, vaccines might be avail- 
able against the most serious 
forms of colds, the kinds thai 
most often strike children. 


But they underline the word 


"might." 


"I believe," says Dr. Justin 


M. Andrews, chief of the Nation- 
al Institute of Allergy and In- 
fectious DiMAMB, "that an esti- 


mate of about five years seems 
reasonable 


"We have a long way vpt to

Spending Abroad 


For the past decade. Americans 


have been spending, lending, in- 
vesting and giving away abroad 
moi e money than foreigners ha\ e 
been spending, lending and invest- 
ing here Because the outflow of 
funds has exceeded the inflow, the 
United Slates has been running a 
pavments deficit 


This deficit is the direct caus« 


of the dollar's troubles It weak- 
ens the dollar on two accounts 


1 As foreigners collect more 


dollars than they care to spend, 
lend or invest in the United States 
they take their extra dollars to 
their local bank and exchange 
them for other currencies they 
find more useful. The dollar be- 
comes less valuable in relation to 
the other currencies that are hi 
greater demand. 


2 
When foreigners exchange 


dollars for other currencies, most 
of these dollars go into the cen- 
tral bank in their particular coun- 
try. The central bank, in turn, 
has the authority to exchange 
these dollars for U S. gold—some- 
thing that individuals and corpor- 
ations cannot do. 


Weak or Strong 


If the dollar is weak, foreign 


central banks are more likely to 
buy Anieiican gold If it is strong, 
they are more apt to invest their 
dollars in the United States and 
earn interest. 


A large payments deficit—es- 


pecially one that persists year aft- 
er year—tends automatically to 
weaken the dollar in international 
money markets where one curren- 
cy is exchanged for another Just 
as automatically, a large deficit 
leads to foreign purchases of U S. 
gold 


Fortunately, the US payments 


deficit seems to be declining— 
from $3 9 billion in 1960 to $2 5 
billion in 1961 and, hopefully, to 
about $2 billion in 1962 when the 
final figures are in 


Some Setback*

strengthening of the dollar, dis- 
turbing setbacks do occur For ex- 
ample, the payments deficit m the 
July-September quarter reached 
an annual rate of $29 billion—a 
sharp increase from the April-

Looks Back on Prosperity 


Mattoon Was Creature of 


Sheboygan Manufacturer 
Until Lumbering Fell

MATTOON — This tiny community, set in the rills'and rocks of 


the northern reaches of Shawano County shows a laconic face to 
the world. Its Main Street is quiet and bears the scars of a shifting 


econom^. The tell-tale sign of reverses can be 
read in the empty stores which punctuate the 
broad order of its principal avenue. 


The fact is that Mattoon was once a lumbering 


town with a bustling population of 2,000; and the 
fact is that the 1960 census gave it a minimum 
total of 435. The distance between those two 
populations is 64 years. 


Back in 1890. the little settlement here was 


called Rockville, an apt if unimaginitive name 
adapted from the heavy granites found in this 


House 
part of Wisconsin. A few families had settled 


there, had homesteader! in the nearly impenetrable forest and 
were faring in the manner of the hard-handed, brave pioneers of al- 
most everywhere in rural Wis- 
— 


consin. 


There was minimal lumbering, 


a little farming ^ and a great 
.deal of very hard work. One 
of the last remaining citizens 
who date back to the homecom- 
ing days is Mrs. Mary Fischer 
who lives to this day in the 
home she moved to 62 years ago 
when she wed her husband. 


The small settlement, pretty 


and pleasant in the long rolling 
hills here, had no promise for 
the years to come — until the 
advent in 1887 of an aggressive 
fellow named George B. Mat- 
toon. 


Mattoon was a Sheboygan 


1L/ 


furniture manufacturer with a 
roundly established plan. He 
would acquire as much forest 
land as he could with his finan- 
cial backing, and he did — 
about 300,000 acres. Shawano 
County forests were the source 
of the foundation of wealth to 
more than half of the million- 
aires of Wisconsin, and Mattoon 
was on the right track. 


It was his plan to use every 


stick of the wood, much of it to 
go to his furniture factory, and 
to develop other 
factories 
to 


manufacture other woods into 
whole products. 


Mattoon b u i l t a sawmill, 


One of Mattoon's Blessings today is the fine trout 


stream (Red River) which runs through the town for 
more than a mile. Most Mattoon men are fishermen 
and hunters — a!nd there's reason. 


Walter Kramer 


cleared the site of the village, 
platted the community, built 
company 
houses, 
a 
hotel, 


a store, and — in general — set 
up the machinery for a thriving 
city. It started to work. Many 
lumbermen 
and 
millworkers 


came to what was then Rock- 
vilie but which, name was soon 
changed to honor its "father". 


Company Homes 


With his own lumber and his 


own workmen, he erected the 
homes at a cost now estimated 
to be about $300 each. Today, 
at least 75 per cent of the houses 
in Mattoon are those, although 
almost all of them are remodel- 
ed and improved over- the old 
company houses. There were 
eight or 10 houses to each block, 
and eadhwas like the other. 


His hotel was constantly filled 


with his employees — double. 
Business was so good that Mat- 
toon assigned his night workers 
to use the rooms in daytime, 
and his daytime workers to use 
them at night. The village bust- 
led and grew. Stores began to 
line the main street which was 
built broad and commodiously 
as may be seen to this day. 
A mercantile store, owned by 
Mattoon and operated by Lad- 
wig, "an employee, was a huge 
success. 
In addition to w o o d for his 
furniture factory, the mHl soon 
made shingles in a day when 
the market was big; and later 
than that — veneer. 


The population grew and grew 


until it reached its zenith — 
2,000. Then the economy of the 
limes began to' catch up. Wis- 
consin had reached its peak, too, 
•as a lumbering state, and sud- 
denly prices began to fall. Mat- 
toon had a bond issue on his 
property amounting to $300.000, 
and when prices fell so did his 
ability to pay off the bond is- 
sue. In about 1905, when he 
realized that he couldn't get 
the prices he wished, he assign- 
ed the bond to a Sheboygan 
band. The mill was sold to the 
Brooks and Ross Lumber Co., 
of Schofield, Wis., and some 25 
years l a t e r , the timberiands 
were sold — they then consist- 
ed of a b o u t 2^ townships — 
for a half million dollars. 


Ofher Firms 


It was not really the termina- 


tion of Mattoon as a busy, 
prosperous community. There 
had been other stores, other 
plants^ which people of Mattoon 
still remember. 


The A n t i g o Manufacturing 


Co., producers of barrel staves 
and broom handles (of maple 
and basswood) ran a mill in 
the downtown area, but it was 
given up in about 3900. The 
plant had-been established in 
1889. 


People still remember the 


Paxton ft Lightbody Co., later 
reorganized as the W'fite Star 
Lumber Co., which went out of 
business in the 1930's; and the 
A. £. Schulti Co., took up the 
mill a few years later but 
ceased operations in opposition 
of what were considered oppres- 
sive federal regulations. 


A few yean ago, the Mattoon 


Hardware Co., sold out at auc- 
tion after 45 years in business; 
and a general store went out of 
business three years ago after 
a record of economic successes. 


The M a t to o n State Bank, 


founded in 1906 by Walter B. 
Kramar, now semi-retired, is 
still operative. Kramar, an un- 
believeably sturdy fellow in his 
late 80s, is a devout trout fisher- 
man and a lover of doggerel 
poetry which he can quote al- 
most endlessly, and very well, 
too. 


Pretty Place 


Today, Mattoon is still a pret- 


ty place tucked in amidst the 
hills and the woods, and bless- 
ed with the presence of two fine 
trout streams—the Red 
River 


and a fruitful creek which feeds 
it—which run directly through 
the village. Deer are reason- 
ably plentiful 
and 
hunting is 


called "unusually good" by one 
of its nimrods. Postmaster Er- 
est Thorpe who said this: 


Mattoon isn't as busy as it 


used to be and there are some 
empty stores, but I like to hunt 
and fish and I have my good 
share of it here. That's the rea- 
son I stay." 


Said Mrs. Mary Janssen, the 


local, restaurateur, who. was. 
born here: "I love Mattoon. It 
has so many memories for me 
and the people are as nice as 
they can be. Mattoon will always 
be my home." 


Said Village President Lyle 


Woodard, 60, who has accepted 
the responsibilities of that office 
for the last 22 years: "Yes, I 
have had some worries about the 
empty store buildings in Mat- 
toon, but our hopes are high. 
Last year 
we lost 
our high 


school and our children go to An- 
tigo. It will cut our taxes great- 
ly. Last year we had to raise 
$13,500 (with the nearby Town 
of Rutchinson), but now it is 
down to only $800. Real estate 
is reasonable and our taxes are 
down. Furthermore, the mill is 
in an expansion program and we 
are looking for better times." 


The mill, built on the frame- 


work of the old Mattoon compa- 
ny, was purchased by an Anti- 
go 
development 
associati o n 


which is progressive. Now called 
the Wisconsin Timber and Land 
Co., Inc.. it was acquired a 
few years .ago and is the basic 
support 
for the people of the 


.community, with about 80 em- 
ployees. It is Mattoon's only in- 
dustry. 


Roy Woodson, proprietor of 


the uniquely original Flamingo 
Tavern, one of four here, came 
from Racine to settle here four 
years ago. 


Good Hunting 


Said Woodson: "Sure, this is 


a nice town. We like it here 
and we hope to stay here. Just 
about everybody has a job- 
some of them at the mill and 
others—maybe 
about 50 per 


cent of the working population 
here—i? employed outside, at 
places like Antigo and Mana- 
wa. And besides, people like it 


' here because there's good hunt- 


ing and fishing. 
Most of the 


men are sportsmen." 


Mattoon nnw shows a proc- 


livity fnr becoming 
a different 


kind of "old lumbering tow/i" 
for it shows that many of its lo- 
cal folks arc retired or semi- 
retired; and this is a source of 
income, too. 


A Chicagoan. Raymond Bur- 


ris, 53, who moved hrre for rea- 
sons of health and retirement, 
first saw Mattoon when he was 
a very young man. 


"I 
always knew I'd come 


back." he said. "We're not the 
only ones to come here from 


7 Chicago. Almost everywhere I 


go I find somebody from Chi- 
cago is either planning to buy 
or to move here, just like we 
did. And take it from me—liv- 
ing in Mattoon—this is the only 
way to live. It's a good life."

GI Style 


Beneath Greenland's frozen 


wastes, U.S. soldiers 


live and work in a city 


wrested from the snow

N 


o DOUBT about it. This coming holi- 
day season will assuredly be a 


white one for some 150 Americans. 
Their whole year has been white. 


They are soldiers doing Arctic research in a 


military base dug 30 feet beneath Greenland's 
desolate Ice Cap. Eight hundred miles below the 
North Pole, these GIs are set for winter temper- 
atures of 50 to 70 degrees below zero, while over- 
head winds of more than 100 miles an hour whip 
blinding crystals of ice and snow. It's nighttime, 
of course—it has been since fall and it will be 
until spring. 


This is Camp Century—popularly known as 


the "City Under the Ice"—a project in Arctic 
living by the U. S. Army Polar Research and De- 
velopment Center. The igloolike base was com- 
pleted in October, 1960, and is expected to defy 
nature's worst for another seven years. Why? 
In case the United States needs to expand its de- 
fense in the polar regions, the Army wants to 
know how men and equipment can function best. 


One thing the Army has learned is that the best 


source of power in isolated regions is a nuclear 
reactor. The prefabricated unit in Camp Century 
goes 24 hours a day, yet requires less than 100 
pounds of atomic fuel a year; if diesel generators 
had been used, the Army would have had to cart

more than half a million gallons of oil into the 
glacial wasteland every year, 


About men, Camp Century has learned that 


living in subwinter conditions is bearable if 
personnel are rotated regularly, keep busy (the 
work week is 80-70 hours), and have plenty of 
recreational outlets. Game rooms, workshops, 
radios, movies, and a library help fight monotony. 


The camp consists of a honeycomb of tunnels 


which house 38 prefabricated plywood buildings 
used for work and living quarters. One of the 
puzzles which the self-styled "ice worms" must 
unravel is how to keep the snow walls from clos- 
ing in and crushing their buildings. Crews work 
constantly shaving off about 40 tons of contract- 
ing "snowcrete" material each week. 


/CHRISTMAS, of course, is a big time of the year 
{.j this close to the North Pole, and elaborate 
preparations already are under way. Whether 
all the mail and gifts get into Camp Century, 
however, will depend on storms, fog, and "white- 
outs," which may cut off the GIs for days, except 
for radio communication. 


Yet nobody is worried about the traditional 


holiday feast. Turkeys and stuffing are sitting in 
the tunnels waiting to be picked up—and then 
thawed out in refrigerators. Just an ordinary pro- 
cedure in an extraordinary Army camp.

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ARRY M. GOLDWATER has replaced the 


Grand Canyon as Arizona's most 


talked-about phenomenon. Throughout 
the United States, he is the symbol of 
conservatism. 


But labels like Mr. Conservative tend to over- 


simplify and obscure as much as-they explain. 
As a result, although people are familiar with the 
Senator's handsome, square-jawed face and his 
militant, right-wing politics, they still ask: what 
is Barry Goldwater really like? 


The truth is that the Senator is a man of 


many facets—most of them relatively unknown 
to the general public. Only the last 10 of his 
53 years have been spent in the national spot- 
light, and it was his earlier years that molded 
the man, 


A typical Westerner, Goldwater loves the out- 


doors and is an enthusiastic skin diver, swim- 
mer, golfer, and explorer of Arizona's wild hin- 
terland. He also is a dedicated investigator of the 
State's Indian and Spanish lore; the blue dots 
tattooed on his left hand are the mark of member- 
ship in the Smoki Clan, a group formed to pre- 
serve ancient dances of the Indians. 


During World War II, Goldwater's zest for 


action and adventure found an outlet when he 
became a pilot For a while he ferried planes, 
but finally he got himself transferred to a fighter- 
replacement wing. Today he is a major general 
in the Air Force reserve. 


There is a strong inventive streak in Gold- 


water. The flag on the pole outside his Phoenix 
home automatically goes up at dawn and down 
at dusk. The mechanism, which is activated by 
the sun, was dreamed up by the Senator and 
his younger son Michael, 22, who shares his 
interest in gadgets. 


Has Greatly Varied Interests 


Goldwater's 1955 Thunderbird also bears the 


stamp of his mechanical bent. The car is 
equipped with a short-wave radio, aircraft in- 
struments, and weather-data devices. 


But the Senator's creativity does not stop at 


gadgets. When he and his family moved into 
their Washington apartment, Goldwater served 
as his own interior decorator. He blended pur- 
ples, blues, oranges, and yellows so successfully 
that the effect is that of an Arizona sunset. He 
struck the home-state motif again by hanging 
paintings by Arizona artists on the living-room 
walls. 


In decorating the bathroom, Goldwater gave 


free rein to his often unrecognized sense of 
humor. Hanging there is a painting of Cyclone 
II, the family bulldog, and prominent in the pic- 
ture is the animal's gold tooth, which replaced 
one that had to be extracted. 


Goldwater also has originated designs for

clothes and fabrics as part of his experience 
as former owner of a Phoenix department store. 
He is interested in being well dressed, but as 
he says: "I don't work at it—I'm more inter- 
ested in comfort." 


In his Washington apartment, the Senator 


has a hi-fi set which he built himself. He often 
spends an entire Sunday listening to the music, 
which is piped into every room. His favorite 
composer is Richard Wagner; his favorite op- 
era, Die Walkure. 


When it comes to reading, he enjoys West- 


erns, Mickey Spillane adventures, Erie Stan- 
ley Gardner mysteries, and, as he puts it, "a 
few good novels like 'Twilight of Honor' and 
'The Cypresses BeHeve in God.' " 


Ever since his wife gave him a camera as a 


gift, Goldwater has been a photography fan. 
His Indian pictures and studies of the Old West 
have been collected into two books, now out of 
print and extremely valuable. The quality of 
his work is so professional that he has been 
granted membership in the Royal Photographic 
Society of London. 


The culinary arts also have attracted his at- 


tention; his specialty is barbecuing. At the 
table, however, he is a sparing eater who con- 
centrates on lean meats and avoids starches. 
Following his mother's advice, he has never 
smoked or drunk coffee. "I'm glad she said 
nothing about whisky," the Senator quipped. 


For Goldwater, a man always in motion, there 


is no typical day. But after five hours sleep, 
he is likely to be up and in his den by 5 ajn. 
Often he arrives at his Senate office by 6:45 
and almost always by 7:30. 


The Senator's health is excellent. At 53, his 


only malady is a muscle spasm in his neck, 
which is being treated by Dr. Janet Travell, 
who is also President Kennedy's physician. 


Goldwater entered politics late in life, and as 


his friend Michael Bernstein points out: "He 
approaches it with missionary zeal." 


Began in Grass-Roots Tradition 


It all began when he was delegated to draw 


up a slate of "good government" candidates for 
city office in Phoenix. Because no other candi- 
date was available, he ended up running for the 
city council himself. He served two terms and 
then got into state politics by becoming cam- 
paign manager for gubernatorial candidate 
Howard Pyle in 1950. Two years later, Gold- 
water was elected to the United States Senate. 
In 1960 his name was put in nomination for 
President at the Republican convention. 


Everything happened with breathless speed 


—and marked a sharp change from anything 
he had done before. 


Born on New Year's Day, 1909, in Phoenix, 


Barry Morris Goldwater grew up in comfort- 
able circumstances. The man responsible for 


this comfort was his paternal grandfather, Mi- 
chael Goldwater (originally Goldwasser), a 
Polish-Jewish tailor who fled persecution in his 
homeland to make his way in the New World. 
Big Mike, as he was called, arrived in Arizona 
as a peddler of notions and spirits; he ended 
up as founder of J. Goldwater Bros., a depart- 
ment-store chain. 


Baron Goldwater, Big Mike's son and inheri- 


tor of his business, married a woman of en- 
tirely different background from his own. Jo- 
sephine Williams was a Scotch-Irish Protestant 
from Nebraska who numbered Roger Williams 
among her forebears. A victim of tuberculosis, 
she was sent to Arizona to pass her few re- 
maining years. But she upset all predictions and 
is now a spry woman in her 80s. 


For Barry, son of Baron and Josephine, life 


was full of contrasts. Although he was raised 
in his mother's religion, he always has cher- 
ished his father's ancestry. There also was the 
contrast of having a sophisticated, debonair 
father who loved good talk and good living and 
a tough-willed mother who encouraged her chil- 
dren to rough it, to shoot, to explore. Each year 
Mun, as Barry calls her, would load the fam- 
ily's Apperson touring car with camping equip- 
ment and head for the beaches of Southern 
California. 


He Was an Ail-Around Youth 


But parental contrasts did not keep Barry 


from enj'oying his youth. He played basketball 
and football in school, was elected president of 
his high-school freshman class, became Ari- 
zona's first disk jockey, and achieved an excel- 
lent record at Staunton Military Academy. 


After Staunton, he entered the University of 


Arizona, but his student days were cut short. 
"I would have liked nothing better than to have 
stayed in college," he recently reminisced, "but 
my father died and I had to leave at the end of 
my freshman year to go into the family busi- 
ness. This left me with an inferiority feeling— 
a sense of incompleteness. I went to work in the 
store six months before the Depression. To keep 
it going, I worked not only days but also five 
nights a week. This taught me economics and 
conservatism, but it also gave me a nervous 
breakdown. The doctor warned, Take a vaca- 
tion, don't get upset. That's all you need.' " 


Barry worked hard and lived hard. And when 


at 24 he fell in love, he fell hard, too. As he re- 
calls it: 


"A Mrs. Johnson from Muncie, Ind, came 


into the store one day. She was living in Phoe- 
nix temporarily because of her son's health. 
She told me her daughter Peggy was coming for 
a visit and that she wanted her to meet some 
young people. When Peggy arrived, I took one 
look at her—and decided I was the fellow she 
ought to meet. But it took more than a year to 


get her to marry me, even though I chased her 
all over the country " 


Barry made himself omnipresent in Peggy's 


life. He sent a caged lovebird to the airport 
when he knew she would arrive. He sent a crate 
of apples to her roomette when he learned her 
train was full of doctors heading for a medical 
convention—he figured an apple a day would 
keep them away from Peggy. 


"On New Year's Eve, Peggy and I had a 


date," the Senator recalls. "She was in a tele- 
phone booth, wishing her mother a Happy New 
Year. I told her, 'Peggy, I'm running out of 
money and patience. Will you marry me? Is 
your answer yes or no?' Thig time she said yes. 


"Peggy and her mother went ahead with pre-

viously made plans for a world cruise, however. 
I was afraid Peggy would fall for someone else 
so I sent flowers to every port and letters to be 
read at various times of day from breakfast to 
nightcap. Finally, when she returned, we were 
married on Sept. 22, 1934, in Muncie's Grace 
Episcopal Church." 


As a Muncie society girl and heiress to the 


Borg-Warner fortune, Peggy was not equipped 
for the outdoor life her husband loved. But she 
learned, and today Barry proudly calls her "the 
best deep-sea fisherman I know." 


Sharing interests has not extended to poli- 


tics, however. "I have never asked her to make 
a political speech," the Senator told me. Nor 
has Mrs Goldwater gone in for elaborate Wash- 
ington hostessing Instead, she confines enter- 
taining to small parties. 


Once, at a party for staff members of a Sen- 


ate committee, the Senator entertained by play-

ing bongo drums. But parties are of less inter- 
est to him than they were in his prepolitical 
days. Often he is too restless to relax in pub- 
lic. And when he is tired, he prefers to retreat 
to the apartment and build a toy ship, as a boy 
might. For solace, he also is fond of taking off 
on jaunts in his light plane. 


But the pressures of politics have not de- 


stroyed the tight-knit feeling of the Goldwater 
family. The Senator is closest to his oldest 
daughter, Mrs. Joanne Ross, 26, and he worries 
most about Barry, Jr., 24, who is in the family 
business and suffers from living in the shadow 
of his father's fame. His other children are 
Michael, 22, who plans to enter law school, and 
Peggy, 18, a college student. 


Goldwater is enthusiastic about other peo- 


ple's children, too. His many godchildren in- 
clude two Indian boys, Barry Wansalt and Bar- 
ry Sundust. He enjoys an unusually close rap- 
port with another godson, Jack Overall, Jr., son 
of the Goldwaters' close friends, the Jack Over- 
alls. Once, the Senator and young Jack left the 
grownups to discuss their own affairs and re- 
treated to another room to talk about the intri- 
cacies of ship construction. 


In private life. Goldwater stresses the same 


fundamental forces on which his allegiance to 
conservatism is based. To his children, he has 
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always emphasized oneness with nature and 
nature as a source of solace. When he learned 
that Barry, Jr., had an ulcer, he suggested they 
go "up for a day or two with our sleeping rolls 
and cut some wood for the fireplace. While 
we're doing that, I think we can have one or 
two of our old-fashioned talks and try to un- 
scramble what's twisting your insides." 


The understanding that unites this father, 


mother, and children finds eloquent expression 
in a letter written by the Senator to Joanne 
when she was 12. Referring to beautiful quak- 
ing aspens they had seen in the forest and 
which reminded him of "Mommy and me and 
you kids," he wrote: 


"Now think about Mommy and me as aspens 


standing there quaking ourselves in the winds 
that blow, catching the cold snows of life, bear- 
ing the hot rays of the sun, all to protect you 
from those things until you are strong enough 
to do them yourself. We aren't quaking from 
fear but from the joy of being able to see your 
life develop and you grow into tall, straight 
men and women."

My Beauty Secrets 


« THE FIRST "cosmetic" I ever 


used was cherry juice for lipstick, 
and from then on the main topic at 
our house was: "Connie!. What's 
that stuff on your face now?" 


I really learned about cosmetics 


from the make-up man at the tele- 
vision studio (I was 16 then, and 
appearing on tv weekly). In ex- 
change for a piece of cake, he gave 
me free beauty samples and price- 
less advice, which I'm glad to 
share with you now. 
How to Start 


Considering that millions of dollars 


are spent by teen-agers on cosmetics 
alone every year, beauty definitely has a 
price these days. So let's begin with the 
two basic rules of good make-up: 


1. Make the most of your best feature. 


(That means looking at yourself objec- 
tively, then knowing what to do about it.) 


2. Dark minimizes, light accentuates. 


(Play down your bad points and empha- 
size your good points with make-up.) 


For instance, my nose is too wide, so I 


always use a darker make-up on its sides 
than on the rest of my face. If you wake 
up with shadows under your eyes the 
day yearbook pictures are scheduled, you 
can camouflage them with make-up that's 
lighter than skin tone. For puffy eyelids, 
do the reverse—apply rnake-up that's 
darker than skin tone, or even the light- 
est tint of brown eyeshadow (so light no- 
body knows but you). 


Now that we have a framework, let's 


get down to specifics. 
Your Eyes 


My best feature is my eyes, so I finally 


got up enough courage to go out and buy 
eye make-up. I used to pick a day like 
Saturday to practice, since there wasn't 
any school and I could spend two hours 
putting it on and wiping it off again. Af- 
ter many errors, here's what I found: 


Eyebrows: You may tweeze them too 


thin at first, which means that you end 
up taking them off and putting them back 
on with pencil. Don't! The only thing 
a pencil should do is follow the natural 
arch, not draw a new shape. Remember 
this rule: the outer line of the eyebrow 
should end at a 45-degree angle from the 
tip of the nose. 


Eye Shadow: Subtle color changes make 


a big difference. Matching eye shadow

emphasizes your own eye color (for ex- 
ample, blue shadow makes blue eyes blu- 
er), while other colors make eyes appear 
bigger, paler, smaller, and so on. And 
while you're experimenting with eye 
shadow, here's another basic rule: a 
smidgen goes a long, long way. 


Eye Liner: This is the most valuable 


cosmetic I ever found. After experiment- 
ing with many kinds, I think black pan- 
cake make-up is ideal. To use it properly, 
get the tiniest make-up brush you can 
possibly find, mix the make-up with wa- 
ter, and paint the line on instead of draw- 
it as you would with a pencil. It never 
comes off or smears the way pencil does. 
Skin Foundations 


If you have an average complexion, you 


don't need a foundation for the daytime. 
At night, cream or liquid foundation is 
helpful for dry skin. 


Perhaps you've noticed how your skin 


varies from place to *>lace. My nose is 
oily and my cheeks are dry. If your com- 
plexion tends to be oily, try using pan- 
cake make-up with a sponge. 


Before you go out to buy, however, 


.study your skin tone carefully, then ex- 
periment with two or three basic shades 
that approximate your own tone. Com- 
plexion and make-up should match as 
closely as possible. Never wear make-up 
that doesn't blend with your neck. If your 
skin is olive, for instance, get olive-tone 
make-up. This rule holds, with one excep- 
tion: if you have a sallow skin tone, or 
yellow cast, buy make-up that matches 
closely but has an added touch of pink. 
Lipstick 


For most women, this is a good rule: 


darker by night, lighter by day, coordi- 
nated with the color of your outfit. 


The most efficient way to apply lipstick 


is the model's technique: outline lips 
with a pencil slightly darker than your 
lipstick. Pencil helps define your lips so 
they don't smear into the rest of your 
face. I know some girls who reshape their 
lips, and it helps considerably. Next, ap- 
ply lipstick, staying inside the penciled 
borders, then blot lightly with a tissue. 
Powder 


The greatest invention since aluminum 


foil and something I'd recommend to any- 
one, young or old, is "translucent" pow- 
der. It takes on the color of any make-up 
you have underneath or reflects your own 
natural coloring, never turns orangey, 
and can be used with any- other make-up. 


I use two kinds: loose for morning 


(once it's on, pat your face with wet cot- 
ton so it won't look powdery) and the 
pressed kind in a compact for my purse. 
Hair Care 


It took me a long time to learn the basic 


rule of hair beauty: choose a 
definite 


style. Until I did, I just kept on wearing 
it long and curly because that's the way 
it grew. Now I know I'm very limited in 
the ways I can wear my hair. If it's long, 
it makes me look neckless and pares 
inches off my height. My best style is 
medium length, never too short. 


I think every teen-age girl should earn 


some money so she can afford a trip to 
the beauty parlor once a week, or enjoy 
a trim every five weeks or so. 


When you get there, make the most of it. 


Watch how the beautician trims, shapes, 
and sets it. If you don't understand, ask. 
If you can't remember, draw a little dia- 
gram or take notes: "First row, four big 
rollers turned back and under, etc." 


Here's how you can simplify your prob- 


lems at home: 


Setting: Investigate some of the sham- 


poos that encourage straight hair to hold 
a curl longer. Combined with longer-last- 
ing wave lotions, you can sometimes get 
a setting that lasts four or five days in- 
stead of one or two. 


The next idea may raise a few eye- 


brows, but I've seen it done in all the ex- 
clusive beauty salons: use stale beer. It 
has to be flat, left out of the refrigerator 
with the cap off for two or three days. 
Wash your hair with regular shampoo, 
rinse thoroughly, then soak with beer 
just before setting. It adds tremendous 
body to fine or limp hair. 


How to Tease: This is one of the most 


useful tricks a girl can learn. It involves 
back-combing the hair from underneath, 
which adds body, so that with very little 
curl you can make your hair look like 
something special. How can you learn? 
Well, I asked a man in the beauty shop 
to show me. You should do the same. 


Shampoo: Wash your hair as often as 


necessary to keep it clean and shining. 
If it's every two days, then that's the way 
it has to be. 


Brushing: I'm not a "100-strokes" girl 


because I don't have the time, but it does 
help keep your hair clean and makes your 
head feel wonderful. For an extra tingle, 
massage the scalp with fingertips. 


Here is one last thought for making 


yourself up: the test isn't how much you 
can put on; it's how much you can put on 
and still look as though you're not wear- 
ing any.

OSHKOSH—A relatively small group of men— 


and women — yachting enthusiasts are cautiously 
checking lone-range weather forecasts to find a clue 
to future sailing conditions. 


No. they are not looking ahead to next June but 


to the end of this month and the remainder of the 
winter. This group of boaters does its sailing on ice, 
not water. 


This invigorating sport is uniquely native to the 


Midwest and to Wisconsin. There is ice boating on a 
limited scale on the east coast but it is in Wisconsin 
and Michigan that the sport has thrived and ebbed 
over the years. 


Low Ebb 


While the sport has generally enjoyed a steady 


growth, interest seems to be at a low ebb in the Fox 
Valley area—considered one of the major centers of 
ice boating activity. 


"It' is up to God," Charles Nevitt said, as to 


whether there will be an upswing in the sport. 


Nevitt, an Oshkosh insurance executive, is recog- 


nized as one of the most authoritative sources of ice 
boating information in the valley. 


What is a boon to skiers is a bane to the hard 


water sailors. "I did not even take my boat out last 
winter," Nevitt said. The heavy snow made ice condi- 


tions impossible for sailing. In fact, there has not 
been a really good ice boating winter on Lake Winne- 
bago since 1955. 


Few Travelers 


This, Nevitt believes, is one of the main reasons 


for the present condition of the sport here. Only the 
most dedicated ice yachter will venture forth under 
such conditions and travel to distant spots for better 
ice conditions. 


The Class A boats can sail in snow up to about 


eight inches deep but this is too much for the smaller 
boats. Heavy snow also generally results in poor ice. 


Nevitt said he prefers about a foot of ice for 


safety. Three times his boat has gone through the ice, 
once when the cover was eight-inches thick. 


If you are going to venture forth, warm clothing 


is a must with the insulated variety available today 
preferred by most boaters. Also, many of the sailors 
wear crash helmets and goggles even when pleasure 
sailing. 


Cost of Sport 


Another important factor in ice boating is cost. 


Nevitt said the boats cost anywhere from $450 to 
$10.000 depending on size. Also, he said, the resale 
market is poor.

the association holds a regatta for the boats in each 
class. In addition, local clubs hold races almost every 
weekend if weather permits. 


Sail Area 


Ice boats are classified according to sail area. The 


largest is Class A which is .251 square feet of sail 
and up. Class B is from 176 to 250 square feet, Class 
C. 126 to 175 square feet; Class D. 78 to 125 square 
feet, and Class E, up to 75 square feet. 


In addition to those classes, there is the Renegade 


Class, which has a limit of 70 square feet of sail, 
and the DN Class with a 65-foot limit. Both of these 
are one-design classes. 


These boats will weigh anywhere from about 150 


pounds for a DN Class boat to more than a ton. Nev- 
itt's Flying Dutchmen II. which i* a Class A boat. 
weighs about 2,300 pounds. 


High Speeds 


Ice boats also can achieve fantastic speeds. Under 


perfect racing conditions. Nevitt said, they can travel 
up to 150 miles an hour. To attain these speeds, the 
ice yachter uses a slightly different sailing principle 
than his water counterpart. 


The ice boater never sails directly downwind but 


tacks the same as a boat would going upwind. This 
is what permits him to travel faster than the pushing 
wind. 


The size of the boat is no; necessarily an indica- 


tion of its speed. We readily admit. Nevitt said, that 
under good conditions the smaller craft can beat tiie 
bigger boats.

Curling is a sport with a burr to it, but the bun- 


is hidden fairly well back in its history in the Fox 
Cities area. While gliding stones over smooth ice 
toward a circle painted on the glaze may be claimed 
by the hardy Scots, its popularity has spread its 
practice through all races of men and this is especially 
true in the Fox Cities area. 


Although this fast-growing sport is performed on 


ice. it can't technically, be considered an outdoor 
sport, nor—in many places, can it be said to be a 
strictly winter sport. So popular has it become that 
most clubs—and all the clubs in this area—have con- 
structed indoor rinks, magnificently piped and wired 
for refrigeration. 


The centers of curling in this area are at Apple-

There are no sensational new developments in 


equipment for the skier this year. There have been 
so many in recent years that manufacturers this sea- 
son ar» rather emphasizing the perfecting of the in- 
novations they have previously introduced. 


At ihe same time more manufacturers have come 


out with variations of improvements which have 
proved successful, complicating the skier's problem 
with multiple choices of quite similar models to 
choose from. 


Here's a good example of the great variety now 


available in skis themselves. Ski Magazine in its pub- 
lished guidebook indexing all the models now avail- 
able lists 210 for the skier to select from. And it is 
notable that only nine of the 64 brand names repre- 
sented are American made. 


The Japanese have jumped into the ski manu- 


facturing business in a big way, and a total of 19 
Japanese makes are listed in the guidebook. A num- 
ber of American manufacturers are now offering 
Japanese-made skis sold under the American brand 
names. The guidebook lists 12 makes from Germany. 
11 from Austria. 5 from Italy. 3 from Yugoslavia. 2 
from Switzerland and 1 each from France. Norway 
and Sweden. 


The trend toward higher percentage purchases 


of metal skis is expected to continue this year. Two 
American makes dominate this field but more for- 
eign manufacturers are adding metal skis to their 
lines. 


Makers of metal skis are now admitting that a 


base wax and a "op wax need to be applied to the 
plastic boiionis for good skiing under all snow con- 
ditions ?nd they are supplying a base wax in spray 


cans. One manufacturer is now applying the base 
wax at the factory. 


The principal development in wooden skis this 


year is better quality plastic running surfaces on 
lower priced skis. 


Most ski vhops in this area feel that the new plas- 
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nufacturin 


lie skis, principally made of fiber glass, are still in 
the experimental stage and will not sell in quantity 
unless they can offer a price advantage or have 
proven superiority in quality^ One beautiful foreign 
fiber glass model sells at $195 a pair. 


In boots, shops report that they are selling more 


and more of-the snap fastener models, indicating that 
more skiers do not wish to take the time to lace up 
boots. The metal-hinged heel models are also increas- 
ing in popularity. 


Boots continue the trend of recent years toward 


higher ankle support, particularly a higher inner 
boot, although there is still doubt about their scien- 


tific advantages. What we may be doing is substi- 
tuting leg for ankle fractures in severe cases. 


And while almost all boots now being sold are 


foreign made, the reverse is true in the pole field, 
where American manufacturers' are now dominating 
the market with their lightweight steel and aluminum 
models. Developments in poles in recent years have 
been startling, brought on by the increased use of 
poles in the newer skiing technique. 


One well-known maker of fishing poles has come 


out, with a deluxe fiberglass ski pole' with a number 
of innovations. The plastic basket will come off if 
entangled in underbrush, .and the wrist strap will 
also pull off under an adjustable tension. 


There is a decided trend back toward the cable

Bewildered Over What Sid Equipment 
To Buy? Here Are Useful Guidelines 


How should a prospective skier go about buying 


equipment0 What size skis should he get? And how 
much will it cost? 


A neophyte will be understandably bewildered 


the first time he goes into a ski shop to pick out 
equipment. There is such a wide variety available 
today in a great range of prices and styles and mod- 
els. 


But there are some general guidelines which will 


be helpful, and reliable ski shop proprietors can be 
relied upon for sound advice. . 


Different considerations enter into the selection 


of equipment for children and for adults. With young- 
sters, a major factor is future potential growth. If 
the family has a sequence of youngsters and the 
equipment can be handed down from one to another, 
it is worth buying better equipment the first time. 
With adults it is well to keep in mind that better 
equipment will last longer and be cheaper in the 
long run. 


On the other hand, as in any other sport, a skier's 


appetite for more expensive equipment will grow as 
his ability and experience increases. 


More used equipment is becoming available at 


ski shops as dealers are more frequently taking in 
good used equipment on trade-ins. The problem is 
that selection is somewhat limited as to size and 
model. 


But let's take one item at a time: 


SKIS—A good rule of thumb on size is to buy 


skis a foot longer than the skier's height. For begin- 
ners then subtract three inches; experienced skiers 
will add three inches to this rule. 


For children the choice will generally be wooden 


instead of metal skis. But it is worthwhile buying 
those of laminated construction, and they should 
have metal edges. Price range: $15 to $35. 


For adults, if the choice is wood, the same points 


apply. The price range will be slightly higher, $25 
to $50. An adult should consider metal skis in the 
range of $65-$90. however, for the extra years of 
wear they will give. 


BINDINGS—Only safety bindings should be con- 


sidered, except for very young children. It should be 
kept in mind that bindings can be transferred from 
one pair of skis to another. There are two general 
types, cable bindings, in which the boot is held in 
the toe piece by a cable around the heel; and step-in

bindings in which separate toe and heel pieces hold 
the boot to the ski. The cable bindings are more 
easily adjusted and allow some flexibility for cross- 
country skiing or hill climbing. The step-in bindings 
are quicker to get into but are only suitable for tow- 
riding and downhill skiing. 


Generally speaking the more inexpensive safely 


bindings are adequate for children. Adults will gen- 
erally want maximum safety features at increased 
price. The price range on bindings runs from $5 to 
$20. 


BOOTS—They are the most important single piece 


of skiing equipment. A good, comfortable fit is es- 
sential. The foot must not move around in the boot, 
although with children it is permissible to have 
growing room in the toes as long as the fit is snug 
in the ankle and heel. Both boots should be tried on 
over one pair of light socks and one pair of heavy 
wool socks. They should be completely laced and 
tried for comfort. While someone else holds the heel 
to the floor, the skier should also bend forward to 
make sure the heel does not rub up and down inside 
the boot. Pi-ice range for children: $6.50 to $22.50; 
for adults $15 to $100. 


POLES—Here is a place the beginner can use in- 


expensive equipment, although poles are used so 
much more today in turning that better ones will 
be needed as his technique improves. Cane or bam- 
boo is all right for the younger children. Older chil- 
dren and adults should go into lightweight aluminum 
or steel. Price range, children $3 to $10; adults $5 
to $25. 


Using medium conservative figures for the vari- 


ous items, a youngster can be equipped with good 
equipment for a total of $35-$45. An adult should 
allow $50-$75.

At 
present we hold an overwhelming superiority, and 
we must translate it into political initative now, for 
changing technological conditions and the possibility 
of Soviet breakthroughs could deny us this advan- 
tage in the future." 


America must accept its moral responsibility, the 


congressman says, and use its power constructively, 
or contemplate the certain expansion of the Commu- 
nist power for the ultimate destruction of the civili- 
zation of the world. 


College Boy 


Rep. Laird was a college boy in 1938 when, as he 


recalls thoughtfully, the world depended for its hope 
of peace on the good will of Hitler. Nations sacri- 
ficed conscience for the sake of peace, while the 
dictators grew strong on the shattered freedoms of 
hopeless peoples," he recollects. Then, in a passage 
not meant for the timid of heart, he warns that there' 
is in this new time "the same horror on a deeper 
level." 


If there is a theme in this jeremiad, it is what 


the author calls a contrast between the hesitant, un- 
certain. American strategical concepts, as he sees 
thousand the spiritual foundations of the Republic. 


"Free men must stand by their beliefs regardless

From 1833 to 1885 there 
was the period of courtship when the president-to-be 
was taking his graduate work. And after their mar- 
riage, until Mrs. Wilson's death in 1914. there were 
many letters that passed between them whenever 
they were separated for more than a few days.

Ardent Letters 


The revealing thing is that these letters are as 


ardent and fervid in marriage as they were in court- 
ship. You would have to go back to the poetic Brown- 
ings to find such exuberant expressions of rapture 
as you will read in these page. 


To most people, the image of Wilson is that of a 


reserved, impassionate intellectual without warmth. 
And as a President, he has been portrayed as an 
egghead who was catapulted from Princeton Uni- 
versity into the rough and tumble of politics without 
any liking for same. 


The letters give exactly the opposite impression. 


True, the romantic passages are couched in terms 
which i in our day> seem stilted and Victorian; but 
they are vibrantly alive. And on the political score, 
they are ample proof that Wilson would have pre- 
ferred politics from the very start, and took refuge 
in professorships only for the sake of earning a living. 


The general reader may get bogged down before 


he has finished this book. But for anyone interested 
in biography or history, these letters offer an un- 
usual insight into human nature.

The word "phenomenon" is the one that 
fits 


Sinclair. Few individuals of tins age can come close 
to him for persistence, prolific output and single- 
minded devotion to the goal that he calls "social 
justice and the democratic ideal." 


The younger generation is likely to find this ac- 


count slightly unbelievable. Take the matter of books 
alone. He began writing at the age of 13. so he has 
been at it for 71 years. The list of his books, between 
1901 and 1951, hits the figure of 89 'There also were 
more than two dozen plays—virtually all unplayable 
—and innumerable pamphlets 


If he had not been primarily an author, he prob- 


ably would have held simultaneously the jobs of 
preacher, school superintendent, soapbox 
orator, 


head of the uplift society, chairman of the health 
food group and delegates to international confer- 
ences. 


Messianic Complex 


By his own account, he had a messianic complex. 


He had decided early in life that he* knew all the 
answers for eternity and had to do something about 
them: it came as something of a shock when he found, 
several years after he had been graduated from col- 
lege, that there were other people with the same 
complex, called socialists. 


He remained basically a socialist, although he 


turned Democratic to run for governor of California 
in the days of the Great Depression of the 1930s, and 
he broke with the socialists to support American in- 
tervention in both world wars. In his early days he 
was a Muckraker—one of those expose writers who 
attacked the industrial abuses ol his time. In later 
years, his greatest successes were with a series of 
novels about Lanny Budd, a figure he created as 
exemplifying the spirit of the times from 1911 to 1950. 


Sinclair used the novel to-preach—not in the 


religious sense, but in the social sense. He wrote so 
much, so rapidly, that he sounds like an unedited 
tape recording: there was little time to refine, revise 
or polish. 


As a book, his autobiography suffers from the

Machines Bring 
Bountiful Snow 
To Cliffs Ridge

MARQUETTE. Mich.—The bountiful snow product 


of this area will be aided by machinery at Cliffs 
Ridge this year to make every skier's dream come 
true. 


Despite the fact that the Marquette ski area re- 


ceives an average of more than 140 inches of ski- 
perfect snow each year, which is more than occurs at 
the majority of ski resorts in the central United 
States, fickle early season weather sometimes leaves 
much to be desired. 


This year at Cliffs Ridge artificial snow will pre- 


vent a recurrence of the winter of 1960. when lack 
of heavy snows in December and rain late in the 
month washed away much of the ground cover. That 
naturally cut into the resort's usual heavy volume 
of skiers between Christmas and the first two weeks 
in January. 


Major Slopes 


Fred Steele. Cliffs Ridge manager, anticipates 


being able to keep cover on Snow Field, one of the 
major slopes': Tyro Ski Run. the beginners' slope, 
and the T-bar lift line between Rocket Run and 
Snow Field. 


In 110 hours. Snow Field can be covered with 


eight inches of artificial snow. Steele said. 


Installation 
of 
snow-making machinery 
was 


started last November, but was not completed until 
this summer because last year's natural snowfall 
was adequate. 


Contrary to popular notion, a snow-making ma- 


chine is not a huge caterpillar, but consists of air 
compressors and water pumps, housed in a steel 
building, and hoses which can be attached to portable 
nozzles set up on the ski runs. 


The principle behind artificial snow making is 


the same utilized in refrigeration. Water and com- 
pressed air are combined and shot through a nozzle. 
As the spray leaves the nozzle, the air expands and 
absorbs the heat in the stream of water, lowering the 
temperature to the freezing point. A combination of 
outdoor temperature and the principle of expansion 
turns the water into snow. 


Air Compressors 


The two air compressors at Cliffs Ridge are pow- 


ered by a 500-horsepower. 2.300-volt electric motor 
Water will be drawn from the Carp River with a five- 
horsepower purnp to fill a 1,000-galIon reservoir. 
Water is used as a coolant for the compressors as 
well as ior the main water supply for mass snow- 
ma King. 


With a 40-horsepower electric motor, {he water 


will be pumped up 300 vertical feet through 1 600 
feel of pipe. The compressed air is in a parallel 
aluminum pipe. 


Flexible industrial high pressure lateral hose can 


be attached to the pipeline at valves every 90 feet

Ski Museum, World's Biggest 


The National Ski museum at Ishpeming, Mich., is 


the largest ski museum in the world and the only 
such museum in the Western Hemisphere. Prior to 
its establishment the ski museum at Oslo, Norway, 
was the biggest show case of trophies and articles and 
items of historical interest to the ski world. 


The museum houses a mammoth collection of tro- 


phies—many of them national trophies that play an 
important part in annual competitions. The names of 
winners from year to year are inscribed on these or- 
iginals, which remain in the museum, while replicas 
go to the various winners. 


Surrounded by these trpohies is a vast collection 


of skis donated to the museum by lamed riders and 
by ski organizations throughout the world. In them- 
selves'they tell the story of the development of skiing 
ever a period covering more than a century and show 
the improvement in equipment used in the days when 
the average American looked upon skiing as a Swed- 
ish and Norwegian method of suicide. 


Occupying a place of honor in the museum is a

replica of a ski and ski pole donated by the Swedish 
Ski" Museum, the original of which was found in a 
Swedish marsh and which, it is claimed by the Swed- 
ish donators, is no less than 4.000 years old. This is 
one of eleven items contributed by the Swedish mu- 
seum. 


Another of the more interesting exhibits is an an- 


cient set of "walking skis." These were used for no 
other purpose than walking. The bottom of the ski is 
covered with deer hide, so placed that the nap or 
hair is pointed toward the rear of the ski. 


"This."' said Burton 
Boyum, museum curator, 


'made it possible for the walker to Tide" downhill and, 
at the same time, prevented him from sliding back- 
ward when going uphill." 


On display, too. are valuable gold medals won by 


skiers throughout the world and donated to the mu- 
seum by the skier or his family. 


To demonstrate the interest and enthusiasm 


among the greats and near greats of yesteryear in the 
museum Mr. Boyum dug from the archives the story 


of Carl Hovelsen. the Norwegian immigrant who skied 
his way into the Barnum & Bailey circus and toured 
America as the "Flying Norseman." 


It starts with a letter from Leif Hovelsen. son of 


Carl. It offered to the museum the gold medal won 
by Carl in ski jumping in Norway in 1921 and another 
won in 1903 for a series of victories—both of them 
"top prizes." 


In making the offer the son wrote: 


Passion, Skiing 


"Around the turn of the century times were diffi- 


cult in Norway so in 1904 father went to America and 
got a job in Chicago. But his real passion was skiing 
and all the time in the Big City he longed for the ski 
slopes back home. 


"One summer, day in a Chicago park he saw a 


chute where small boats were shot down a chute into 
the water and then pulled out again. He asked permis- 
sion of the people running the show to slide down the 
chute on his skis and got permission to try. He smear- 
ed the bottom of the skis with soap, slid down and 
landed several yards out in the water." 


But, the son added in his story, he kept right on 


going—probably one of the first to discover that there 
was such a thing as water skiing—and he had to kick 
off the skis and take a ducking. One day. while amus-

in the development of skiing as a winter sport enjoy- 
ed by millions. 


It is the shrine because Ishpeming gave to Amer- 


ica and the world some ol the greatest skiers in his- 
tory—young men whose names 
are 
indelibly in- 


scribed on the rolls of national champions and Olym- 
pic competitors. 


The Hall of Fame and Ski Museum is a picturesque 


two-story building overlooking a sports bowl of sev- 
eral acres. This bowl has tows and facilities for down- 
hill skiing, jumping hills for junior riders, a tobog- 
gan run and trails through the woods for snowshoe 
and cross country work. 


In it are plaques bearing the names of twenty-one 


persons admitted to the Hall of Fame by reason of the 
fact that they had "distinguished themselves through 
long years of devoted service to the sport of skiing as 
a competitor or as a layman, such service covering 
full accomplishment in terms of true voluntary con- 
tribution where there was no evidence of personal, fi- 
nancial or business gain." 


Heading the list is the name of the late Carl Tel- 


lefsen. A native of Norway he came to Ishpeming in 
1887. helped organize the Ishpeming Ski club and 
then led the movement to create a national associa- 
tion which came into being on Feb. 21, 1905. The fol- 
lowing clay Ishpeming held its first tournament. 


'Spirit of Growth' 


Of Tellefsen the National Association said: "He 


gave more than just a name to an organization. He 
breathed into it the spirit of growth, of friendly com- 
petition, of sportsmanship."' 


The names of Arthur J. Earth. Milwaukee, and 


Harold Grinden. of Duluth, the National Association's 
historian, appear on the plaques. 
Earth served as 


president of the national and was always a factor in 
the promotion of skiing in Wisconsin and the nation. 


Another name well remembered by skiing enthusi- 


asts is that of Torger Tokle—the Norwegian champion 
who came to America, rode "Suicide Hill" and many 
others in the country, became an American citizen, 
joined the armed forces and lost his life as a member 
of the Ski troops in Italy in World War 11. 


That's the way the list goes. Some honored were 


outstanding competitors: others were men who had 
devoted years of time and effort to build the sport, to 
encourage its development—and to make it America's 
fastest growing winter sport. 


For all time to come these names will remain in- 


scribed on the plaques in the Hall of Fame — and 
others will be added in the years to come when the 
National committee of judges makes its selections 
from 
those "who have distinguished 
themselves 


through long years of service to the sport of skiing.'' 


ing himself with this stunt, a circus scout saw him and 
the "Flying Norseman" act was developed. 


In the act there was a take-off built up over -30 


yards and between the take-off point and the land- 
ing run-way there was a gap of some 15 yards. On 
occasion two elephants were placed in this gap. with 
Carl Hovelsen skiing over them to the landing. An 
injury sustained while performing put an end to the 
career of the 'Flying Norseman." 


Boyum pointed out that there are stories connect- 


ed with almost every exhibit in the museum—dona- 
tions from such countries as Russia. Italy. New Zea- 
land, as well as Sweden and Norway. 


"The thought behind this museum and Hall cf 


Fame is that it should be a living thing." Mr. Boyum 
said. "In addition to the ski collection the building 
houses a mammoth rock collection. The upper floor 
is also used for community gatherings! for meetings 
of college groups from Northern Michigan at Mar- 
quetle. choral groups and so on.''

kee area 


Erlandson says to use a shambling loose kneed 


gait and keep the ankles relaxed If you run keep 
the shoe close to the surface of the snow Running 
and raising the knees high will cause the tails to 
raise too high and the shoes will catch and trip you 
he warns 


When snow does begin to stick it is helpful to 


carry a short heavy stick and tap the shoes even

How do you develop two tricks when you have 


J-10-2 in the dummy and A-5-3 in your own hand? 


The best xvay is to hypnotize an opponent into 


leading the king. You can capture this with your ace 
and can later develop a second trick with dummy's 
jack or ten. 


You can even do pretty well if an opponent leads 


a small card. If the honors are split or if the leader 
has both the king and queen, you will gel two tricks 
without much trouble. 


Millions of bridge players think they can get good 


results by tackling the suit themselves. They can't— 
unless their opponents are bad players. 


No Finesse Here 


The trouble is that there is no true finesse with 


this 'combination. 


For example, suppose the cards are located as 


they are in today's hand. If you lead the jack of 
diamonds from dummy, an experienced East will not 
cover. He will play a low diamond and let his part- 
ner win with the queen. 


Later on, East can cover the ten of diamonds 


with the king to make sure of a trick with the nine 
of diamonds. 


East follows this rule: When you have only one 


honor, save it to cover the last honor led through you. 


If East had both the king and queen of diamonds, 


he would use one to cover the jack and the other to 
cover the ten.

seven missing cards are divided 5-2. If the doubleton 
consists of K-x or Q-x, and South guesses which player 
has the doubleton, he will get his extra trick. 


For example, suppose East has K-x of. diamonds. 


Declarer leads the jack from dummy through East. 
If East covers. South wins and leads toward the ten. 
If East fails to cover. South will later play the ace to 
drop the king. 


If is different if West has K-x. South must start 


the suit by leading low from his hand toward dummy. 
If West puts up the king, declarer can later take a 
true finesse through East. And if West plays low. 
South can later play the ace to drop the king. 


These are unlikely situations. South is not likely 


to develop a second diamond trick against experi- 
enced" opponents. 


The Best Chance 


Choosing your best line of play may depend on 


knowing when a finesse is not a finesse. 


West continues clubs until you ruff the third 


round. Now you can afford to lose only one other 
trick. 
, 


An unrealistic player wuld try to win a finesse 
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wiih dummy's queen of hearts, thinking he would 
later have a true finesse in diamonds. As we have 
just seen, however. South doesn't have a true finesse 
in diamonds. If he relies on the diamonds for a sec- 
ond trick, he will wind up in the red. 


The best chance is to play the hearts backwards. 


Instead of playing West for the king of hearts you 
must play East for it. 


Incidentally, this is also a type of finesse. 


Lead From Dummy 


After ruffing the third club, lead a spade to dum- 


my's nine and return a low heart toward your cwn 
hand. 


If East steps up with the king of hearts, you are 


home. You can later take the jack of hearts and 
enter dummy with a trump to discard two diamonds 
en the ace and queen of hearts. 


If East plays a low heart, he loses his heart trick. 


You win with the jack of hearts, lead a heart to the 
ace and ruff a heart. If you are lucky enough to 
crop the king of hearts by this time, dummy's queen 
will set up to give you a diamond discard. 
\ 


East can defeat you by playing a low heart if he 


has four or more hearts to the king. He loses his 
heart trick, but then you still have to give .up two 
diamonds. 


Not every opponent will have the nerve to play 


low when you lead a heart from dummy. If East 
does have enough nerve, he may have only two or 
-hree hearts; and then his skill and nerve will do 
him no good. 


This is by far the best chance for the contract— 


"cut it depends on knowing that the backwards heart 
play is a true finesse and that you have no true 
finesse in diamonds.
